This is the season of awards, and in 
Maryland Mrs. J. Fred Colwill, Mrs. Mack 
Lesnick, and Mrs. Louis Pondfield were 
given silver plates by the Maryland Rac- 
ing Writers’ Association for having bred 
the horse which did the most during the 
year to enhance the prestige of the state’s 
breeding industry. They are the owners of 
the Discovery mare Marcia P., whose 2- 
year-old colt Pajama Tops, by Double 
Brandy. this year won the Maryland 
Futurity and Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes. 

Mr. Colwill. racing secretary at Pimlico, 
is listed in the records as the breeder of 
Pajama Tops. but he says the dam actually 
is owned by the 3 women, among whom he 
divides all breeders’ bonus checks. 

The award was presented to the women 
at a dinner in Baltimore on November 20 
by Snowden Carter, a reporter for the 
Baltimore Sunpapers and president of the 
writers’ association. On Saturday, Decem- 
ber 8, Carter was to receive his own 
testimonial, an award of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations for the best racing 
story of the year. His award-winning 
story was on the Preakness. 


New Look 


Those attending the opening of Tropical 
Park this week-end probably will be 
impressed by the track’s new look in 
trees and shrubs. According to Tropical 
Park’s Tom Engelman, it’s all the work 
of Noble Mason, a graduate (of the Uni- 
versity of Miami) architectural landscape 
designer. 

Engelman says Mason’s plans “include 
the planting of the new club house en- 
trance with sub-tropical palms, low ground 
cover, and self-heading vegetation, with a 
particular emphasis on making the entire 
area an eye-appealing blend of botanical 
color.

“Mason also designed the dividers for 
the new Turf Club. Constructed of 
masonry, in place of the conventional grill 
work, these mediums of separating the

She also finds time to care for 
three adopted Norwegian children. try 
new recipes (out of 50 cook books), follow 
the fertunes of a stable of racing thorough- 
breds, sail a 12-meter racing yacht, over- 
see a score of philanthropies (brain tumor, 
cerebral palsy, other medical research). 
Since women control an increasing amount 
of the nation’s wealth, says Mrs. Bay, she 
feels that they ought to take a greater part 
in the financial world. Says she: ‘Times 
have really changed on Wall Street. I’m 
the first woman who has ever done this. 
Why not others?’ ”

WEST VIRGINIA 


Nonayur Business 


For the first time in many years there 
will be no December meeting at Charles 
Town race track. Both owner A. J. Boyce 
and the West Virginia State Racing Com- 
mission last week refused to budge on 
how much of the mutuel handle the track 
should pay in purses. 

The commission had refused to grant 
Charles Town December dates because of 
the track’s refusal to comply with a rule 
requiring minimum purse payments of 4 
per cent. Boyle said it was “none of the 
commission’s business” how much he pays 
in purses. 

Boyle, however, had one ally on the 
commission — chairman John F. Ambrose, 
who has been outvoted in all of his at- 
tempts to block the 4-per-cent rule. Am- 
brose said, “My primary interest is to 
protect the tax revenue accruing to the 
state from racing. Purses are none of 
our business.” 

Irving Gushen, president of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion, wired the governor-elect of West 
Virginia that Ambrose should be dis- 
missed because he “endorsed, sanctioned, 
and defended” Charles Town’s violations. 


Wheeling Downs Closed 


A spring meeting at Wheeling Downs, 
Wheeling, W. Va., was killed this week 
when U. S. District Court Judge Harry E. 
Watkins on December 4 fired general 
manager William G. (Big Bill) Lias and 
ordered that a receiver take over all of 
the track’s assets. 

The judge said he took this action 
because the track’s attendance and pari- 
mutuel handle had gone down steadily 
since 1952. He said there was too much 
racing in West Virginia, anyway. 

Lias, although under indictment for a 
2,000,000 income-tax evasion, had oper- 
ated the track since the government took 
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it from him in 1952, and had been paid 
an annual salary of $35,000. 

The court directed that Carl O. Schmidt, 
the receiver, take over all assets of the 
track and close everything but the ad- 
ministration building. Henry B. Wessel 
Jr., secretary-treasurer of the racing as- 
sociation, was engaged for $130 a week in 
order to complete necessary records. 

Wessel told the Wheeling News-Register 
that the closing of Wheeling Downs prob- 
ably was “only temporary.” It was his 
feeling that Lias’ tax-evasion case would 
be settled in Lias’ favor before long in 
the United States Supreme Court, to 
which the government’s case had been ap- 
pealed, and in that event Wheeling Downs 
would be re-opened under Lias’ direction 
for summer and fall meetings. 

Government appraisers last summer 
estimated the value of the track at $2,100.- 
000 without Lias as general manager but 
$3,100,000 with him. 


MICHIGAN 
Opposes "Twilight'' Racing 


Detroit. Michigan racing commission- 
er James H. Inglis last week proposed a 
schedule of dates for the state’s Thor- 
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oughbred and harness tracks. The Thor- 
oughbred schedule calls for 124 days, 6 
more than this year; the harness schedule 
146 nights, 7 less than in 1956. 

Hazel Park and Detroit Race Course 
each would receive a 62-day meeting. Hazel 
Park would open the season on May 24 
and run until August 3, and Detroit Race 
Course would run from August 9 through 
October 19. 

Inglis said, “It is my intention to call 
a hearing on rule changes for mid-January, 
and on the agenda of that meeting will 
be a rule to eliminate twilight racing on 
week days at the Thoroughbred tracks. 

“Some of the Thoroughbred association 
officials have expressed the fear that such 
a rule, providing for an earlier week- 
day post time, would reduce wagering. I 
don’t agree, and I have seen no evidence 
that this would be the case. However, the 
6 additional days should provide ample 
insurance for the state against any loss of 
tax revenue in the event that an early 
week-day post time is adopted and does 
cause any reduction in the handle. 

“There are a number of reasons to be 
advanced in support of the racing com- 
missioner’s long-standing opposition to 
twilight racing and these will be present- 
ed at the January hearing on rules.” 

The January hearing promises to be a 
spirited one. Hazel Park and Detroit 
Race Course have been setting post time 
for about 3:30 p. m., because many of 
Detroit’s large factories have 7 a. m.-to- 
3 p. m. shifts. 


The 12th Refusal 


In other action last week commissioner 
Inglis, for the second time in 3 years, 
rejected an application for a Thorough- 
bred meeting at Northville Downs, a half- 
mile harness plant in suburban Detroit. 

As in 1954, the bid had come from Mark 
Leach, former Detroit businessman and 
the state’s foremost breeder of Thorough- 
breds (Mr. Prosecutor, Mrs. Mark, etc.). 
Two years ago the master of Greenacres 
Stock Farm carried his case to the State 
Supreme Court, and lost. This time he 
applied for spring and fall dates, a total 
of 41 days, on the grounds that North- 
ville’s facilities had been “improved 
extensively” and that “leading Michigan 
horsemen had approached him to sponsor 
such flat meetings.” 

Inglis pointed out, as he had in 1954, 
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that Northville was “the least desirable of 
the Detroit racing plants” and that it was 
“inadequate for a Thoroughbred meet.” 
The denial of dates to the Northville 
Racing Association marked the 12th time 
Inglis had turned down a proposed track 
or meeting since he took office in 1953. 
“IT have no objection to a new race 
track,” the commissioner said in defense 
of his actions, “but it must be some- 
thing on a par with our present facilities 
at the Detroit Race Course or Hazel Park, 
or it must offer something better.”

FLORIDA 
He Wins Easy 


Miami. The other afternoon at Trop- 
ical Park, after River Divide Farm’s Un- 
limited had finished a distant ninth in a 
6-furlong maiden race for 2-year-olds, a 
stable hand walked over to Decathlon in 
Barn 4 and muttered: “Decathlon, old boy, 
it looks like you'll have to carry the whole 
stable.” 

Judging by Decathlon’s performance in 
the first division of Tropical’s — split 
Inaugural Stakes — opening-day feature 
of the 126-day Florida racing season — it 
appears that the sparkling 3-year-old bay 
colt could carry the River Divide Farm 
and the eighth-pole cn his back and still 
win at 6 furlongs. 

Francis Dunne, Tropical Park racing 
secretary, had rated Decathlon and Switch 
On even by the scale of weights. giving 
the older horse 128 pounds and Decathlon 
126. Switch On, winner of a division of 
the stakes in 1955, declined the issue. 

Decathlon had been named sprint cham- 
pion of the year by the Daily Racing Form 
and Morning Telegraph the day of the 
Inaugural. He lived up to his title in 
record fashion. 


Facing 9 rivals over the 514-furlong 
route, the colt gave from 10 to 21 pounds 
to the others and made a mockery of the 
race. With Willie Hartack up, Decathlon 
was hustled out of the gate in third place, 
moved quickly into the lead, and never 
was threatened. 

War Age, carrying 110 pounds, followed 
in closest pursuit, but was no serious 
threat. In front by 4 lengths at the head 
of the stretch, Decathlon was in hand 
through the final furlong and won by 44% 
lengths. Apollo, a 24-1 shot, nipped War 
Age for the place. 

The time was 1:03, matching the 
world record set by Nance’s Ace at Trop- 
ical in 1944 and equaled by Bold Bazooka 
at Hollywood Park last year. Decathlon 
was timed in :2144, :4424, :5635, 1:031. 
Had the son of Olympia been put to the 
slightest pressure through the stretch, the 
record would have been smashed. 

Decathlon’s time seemed even more im- 
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pressive when the second division of the 
Inaugural, won by Hasty House Farm’s 
Grandpaw, was run in 1:05. In that race 
the winner was all out at the finish, and 
only one length separated the first five. 


He Win With 129, But... 


The big question now is how much 
weight will have to be put on Decathlon 
to make things even. The next engage- 
ment for the colt probably will be the 
Coral Gables Handicap at 6 furlongs on 
December 15. He will be facing virtually 
the same horses he ran away from in the 
Inaugural with 126 pounds. Secretary 
Dunne undoubtedly will note that the colt 
carried 129 pounds at Rockingham last 
August and ran 6 furlongs in 1:0935 to 
win. 

Rollie Shepp, trainer of Decathlon, did 
not set an arbitrary weight above which

he would refuse to let his colt run, but he 
intimated that he wouldn’t stand for too 
much more than the 126. 

“T know he win with 129,” Shepp said, 
“but I’m not going to let them break my 
horse flat down. He’s not a big colt, 
don’t forget— about 16 hands and 950 
pounds. 

“T figure they got too much weight on 
him now. He runs spraddle-legged, you 
know, throws his legs all which way when 
he runs. That puts a lot of pressure on 
his front shoulders—it’s hard on the 
horse. 

“Right now I figure to run him in 
the Coral Gables, the Christmas Handicap 
(both at Tropical), and the Hialeah 
Inaugural. "Course, it depends on the 
colt staying fit and how much weight 
they put on him. 


“T don’t have to run him if I don} 
want to.” 

The 3 stakes mentioned by Shepp are 
at 6 furlongs. In winning 16 of 52 races, 


Shepp never has attempted to stretch the | 


colt. He never intends to. In his ope 
effort at 7 furlongs, at Hialeah last Fe}. 
ruary. Decathlon faded to fourth behind 
Eiffel Blue, Dark Charger, and Gun Shot 

“Never going to run him a distance,” 
Shepp said, “What’s the point?” 

Hartack, the nation’s leader rider, had 
planned to vacation after riding at Pip. 
lico, but agreed to ride Decathlon. G, R, 
Martin, Decathlon’s regular rider, lost the 
mount when, according to Shepp, he 
turned up at Tropical 2 weeks ago weigh. 
ing 128 pounds. 

“Martin’s a real nice boy,” Shepp said, 
“but he just got out of shape. I hope he 
comes back, but right now it looks like 
Hartack will have the mount in the next 
tew stakes.” 

Somebody commented that Hartack suits 
Decathlon, and Shepp agreed. 

“Yeah, he gave him a fine ride. But 
anybody can ride this horse. He'll give 
everything he’s got no matter who they 
put up on him.” 

Shepp was asked if Decathlon’s per 
formance in the Inaugural was his best, 

“No. He was better in the Hutcheson 
at Gulfstream last year . . . went 6% in 
1:16 and beat real good colts. And he 
was better when he went 6 furlongs at 
Rockingham in August in 1:0935. Car 
ried 129 that day.” 

Other horseman began stopping by to 
offer congratulations. One of them con- 
mented, “It was great, Shepp, but you 
should’a had the boy let him out the 
last eighth and really busted the record.” 

Shepp laughed. “What for? — They 
don’t pay you a nickel more in the purse 
for breaking records. The faster he goes. 
the more weight they pile on him.”

Gulfstream Stakes 


The richest purse program in the history 
of Gulfstream Park is being planned for 
the track’s 43-day meeting opening March 
5, Fifteen stakes, worth $430,000, will 
be offered, and overnight purses will 
total $1.320.000. The minimum purse 
will be $3,000. 


Principal addition to the stakes program 
is the $50,000-added Southern Cross 
Stakes, to be run April 20, only 3 days 
before the meeting closes. James Donn, 
Gulfstream president, said, “We are going 
to battle for high-class sport right to the 
cose. These feature races in April 
should help us to overcome the doldrums 
period that in the past has found many 
stables leaving the area for the North.” 


In line with its policy of trying to hold 
stables in Florida until the end of the 
season, Gulfstream’s 2 big races, the 
Gulfstream Park Handicap and the Florida 
Derby, each worth $100,000 added, have 
been set a week later than usual. The 
handicap will be run on March 23, the 
Derby on March 30.

Early-Closing Stakes 


A Convenient Approach 


A major step toward a more convenient 
approach to early-closing stakes has been 
taken by the managements of Belmont 
Park, Pimlico, and Keeneland, which this 
week announced a co-operative program 
of uniform closing and payment dates for 
6 futurities. 

One nomination will make a colt eligible 
for all of the colt races—the Belmont 
Futurity, Pimlico Futurity, and Breeders’ 
Futurity. One nomination also will be 
good for the 3 filly races—the Matron, 
Marguerite, and Alcibiades Stakes. 

The first renewals of the 6 races to be 
affected by the new arrangement will be 
those of 1959 (for foals of 1957). 

The closing date for all 6 races will be 
August 1, 1957. Additional payments for 
all will be due on November 1, 1958, and 
August 1, 1959,

Fillies which have been kept eligible for

The Jockey Club, 300 Park Avenue, 
New York City, will handle all nomina- 
tions and will process the distribution of 
that part of the purses. Eligibility pay- 
ments will be made to the racing associa- 
tions. 

Each association will determine the 
value of its stakes, the additional pay- 
ments, and the entry and starting fees. 
All of this information will be given in 
detail on nomination blanks provided by 
The Jockey Club. 

Agreement among the 3 tracks was 
worked out after consultation with horse- 
men and members of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America. Starting with a massive 
report prepared in the Calumet Farm 
office, the club for 2 years had discussed 
the problem with The Jockey Club and

$8,000 Damages 


B. A. Dario, president and general 
manager of Lincoln Downs race track and 
owner of a Thoroughbred farm at Cum- 
berland Hill, R.I., has been award- 
ed $8,000 damages by Superior Court 
Judge Patrick Curran for the death of a 
yearling in 1954, 


On March 29, 1954, a yearling colt by 
Bull Dandy—Harem escaped from the 


Dario farm and ran onto a nearby high- 
way. Rebelle Felice, of Woonsocket, R. L., 
struck the colt with his car, and the 
animal died a few hours later. 

Dario sued for $15,000; attorneys for 
Felice estimated the colt’s value as low as 
$500. Judge Curran, who heard the case 
without a jury, selected a middle figure. 
In ruling for Dario, Judge Curran said 
Felice had operated his car in a careless 
manner. According to testimony, other 
motorists had stopped their cars after the 
horse appeared on the road, but Felice 
continued to drive at a normal speed.

On October 21, when the champion Ribg 
made a farewell appearance at Milan, his 
stablemate the 3-year-old Tissot (Teneranj 
—Tiepoletta, by Niccolo Dell’Arca) wog 
the 114-mile Premio del Jockey Club 
beating the 4-year-old Gail and the Derby 
winner Barba Toni. A fortnight late, 
Tissot gained another important victory 
in the 184-mile Premio Roma at Rome. 
winning by 21% lengths from the French 
4-year-old Koje  (Pietro—Kitzia, by 
Mieuxce), which beat Gail by only a nose. 

The all-age Premio Chiusura, run at 
Milan November 11 over 7 furlongs, was 
another international contest. The French 
colt Verrieres, which had gone unplaced 
in the equivalent French race, the Prix de 
la Foret. won by a head from Italy’s best 
2-year-old, Antony, a length in front of 
the Italian Two Thousand Guineas winner 
Magabit.

California has many unusual ranches, 
but certainly one of the most remarkable 
is the Mardor Ranch, in Canoga Park 
owned by L. K. Shapiro. 

What makes Mardor Ranch something 
special is its size; oranges, eggs. turkeys, 
squabs, chicken, milk, cream and_ butter 
—in addition to Thoroughbreds—are 
raised or produced on its 20 acres. This 
hardly fits in with the conception of 
wide-open spaces generally associated 
with the West. 

Mr. Shapiro has managed to crowd 
many interests into his very busy life. He 
is owner of the Mardor Company, the 
country’s largest maker of coats and 
dresses, and he is president of Western

Harness Racing Association. He breeds 
and races Thoroughbreds as a hobby. 

Mardor Ranch produces 2.000 boxes of 
cranges a year, and 60-dozen eggs a week. 
These are the only products from the 
ranch that are sold commercially. 

Other products of Mardor—for example, 
the 75 turkeys. 400 squabs or 400 fryers 
raised each year—are for the use of the 
family, or given to personal friends. Three 
cows produce more than enough milk, 
cream, and butter for the family, and 3 
young steers are butchered each year at 
the ranch. There also are persimmon, 
plum, peach, nectarine, and nut trees, 
along with tomato and artichoke plants. 

Only part of the ranch not under produc- 
tion of some kind is the ground occupied 
by the house, swimming pool, and drive- 
ways. 

In 1945, when the Western Harness 
Racing Association was formed in Los 
Angeles, Shapiro and Harry M. Warner 
bought a number of sulky horses in 
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Bay, 1948, by *Kingsway II—Cora Deans, by Coronach

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partnership. Among the horses they raced 
under the banner of the S and W stable 
were Adios and Spengay. Shapiro sudden- 
ly decided sell his harness-racing stable 
because of a chance remark he overheard 
one afternoon in 1947 at Hollywood Park. 

One of his horses had just won a race, 
and Shapiro was walking through the box 
section when he heard an owner lean over 
and confide to his neighbor: “No wonder 
that horse won that race. His owner also 
owns the race track.” 

That night Shapiro called Warner with 
the news that they were selling their 
harness stable as soon as an auction 
could be arranged. Adios, destined to be- 
come the most successful sire of pacers of 
his generation, went for $21,000. Del 
Miller recently resold him for $500,000. 

“T still think I made the right decision.” 
Shapiro says. “I had to make a choice 
between racing or management. It was 
not practical that I remain in both ends 
of the sport.” 

Having dispersed his harness-racing 
stable. Shapiro immediately entered the 
Thoroughbred ranks. He has accumulated 
a band of 8 broodmares which have been 
admired by John D. Hertz, who helped 
Shapiro get started in the sport. 

His theories of breeding closely follow 
generally accepted beliefs. His brood- 
mares must possess early speed, must be 
from stakes-winning families, and be of 


good conformation. For the 1957 breed- 
ing season Shapiro will spend $55,000 for 
stud fees. 

Three of his mares are in Kentucky. 
One Bell. which is barren, goes to *Royal 
Charger. Kinfolks, in foal to Count Fleet, 
goes to *Tulyar, and *Opera II, in foal to 
* Alibhai, will be bred to Count Fleet. 

At Mardor Ranch, Shapiro has the 
mares Blue One. Dark Diana, Cul de Sac, 
Coddle, and Fleet Diver. Blue One and 
Cul de Sac will go to *Khaled, and Dark 


Diana will be mated to *Noor. Shapiro 
also owns 3_ yearlings—Swaps’ Kin 
(*Khaled—Dark Diana), Fleet Valor 


(Citation—Our Fleet), and Lime Treat 
(*Radiotherapy—Quick Lime)—and 3 
weanlings—a colt by *Alibhai. and fillies 


by *Khaled and Count Fleet. 


Shapiro has been in racing long enough 
to know that it is dangerous to be too high 
on a yearling. But in Swaps’ Kin he 
feels he has a youngster worth the risk. 

“He’s a perfectly made colt,” Shapiro 
says, “certainly the finest I’ve ever seen. 
He’s at Santa Anita now, where he is 
getting an early education. The trainer 
has orders to spend some time with him, 
and to play with him. But he won’t even 
begin to breeze for many months, and 
won’t race until next summer at Holly- 
wood Park. 

Shapiro says he already has turned 
down an offer of $100,000 for Swaps’ Kin,

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HANDICAPPING 


Good, but... 
In The Blood-Horse of October 27 


editor J. A. Estes remarked on a dis- 
satisfaction with the methods of handi- 
capping race horses, especially exceptional 
race horses. “The impression is abroad,” 
he wrote, “that the handicapping is being 
done, perhaps by the handicapper, but 
for the business office.” 

Estes suggested that American race 
tracks put to use the experience of the 
English, who more than a century ago 
assigned the responsibility to “one man, 
who was independent of the special 
interest of any race course.” As a con- 
cession to the American principle of check 
and balance, the track might employ a 
“board of handicappers, or a committee 
with a regular sequence of changing 
personnel,” he said. 

Shortly after the editorial’s publication 
Joe B. Hickey Jr.. The Blood-Horse 
correspondent in Maryland, asked 6 
prominent racing personalities what they 
thought of Estes’ suggestions. 


SYLVESTER VEITCH 
Trainer, C. V. Whitney Stable 
I think it would be a damn good thing. 
I'd be in favor of it if it ever were put to a 
vote. 


EDDIE ARCARO 
Jockey 

The idea is fine, but it would be tough 
to set up. Trying to look at it from 
everybody’s standpoint, though, I don’t 
think it would be feasible as far as track 
management is concerned. 

Suppose there were 3 $100,000 races on 
a given Saturday, each bidding for the 
same horses. If all were to be given the 
same weight in each race there would be

no reason to leave New York. There has 
to be some incentive for the horseman. 
He’s in business just like the tracks. 

If I had a good horse I would be look- 
ing for the easiest spot—with the lightest 
weight—just as everybody else does. A 
national board assigning weights might 
be the fairest way to do it, but it would 
never work as long as there are tracks 
fighting for celebrities. 

During winter racing, some horses are 
named for handicaps at tracks 3,500 miles 
apart. It’s only good business to ship to 
the track where a man’s horse gets the 
best treatment in the weights. And that’s 
what they do.

Owner, Llangollen Farm 
It’s a wonderful idea; I said the same

thing in California last summer. Weights 
should be set on a national scale rather 
than by tracks which can make it awfully 
tough for the people (secretary-handi- 
cappers) who work for them. 

Maybe The Jockey Club could handle 
it, but, however the board is set up, 
horsemen should have a_ representative 
who could tell whether a horse is at the 
top of his form or tailing off. This 
knowing person also should consider size 
and condition of the horses.

I don’t think it would be possible. It 
works in England because racing there is 
more centralized and horses are kept at 
home. Year ’round horses don’t have to 
travel more than 200 miles. We have racing

I don’t think there 
ever should be more than a 20-pound 
spread in the weights. 

Pressure is put on handicappers to some 
extent, but I think that if they were free 
to assign weight as they saw fit, the 
present arrangement would be satisfactory.

Mr. Estes suggested that we follow 
English example where one man, Geoffrey 
Freer, Jockey Club handicapper, assigns 
In this connection I would 
like to bring up one point. A condition 
different from ours exists in England. 
Over there most purses are worth 200 to 
500 pounds, and if a horseman doesn’t 
like the weight his horse is assigned he 
can give his runner a race to knock off 
4 or 5 pounds. I mention this to show 
that there are ways to get around the 
English system that never would be per- 
mitted here. 

However, I’ve always thought that a com- 
mittee of handicappers and _ horsemen, 
rather than one man, should assign 
weights. For example, such an experienced 
man as George Odom could be appointed 
to represent horsemen. Perhaps 3 men 
functioning as a board could set weights 
independently of each other, then by 
taking the average of these appraisals 
the impost could be determined. 

Though it might boomerang on me some 
day, I’m not in favor of an arbitrary 
weight ceiling. I think that if a horse 
has earned 140 pounds he should carry it. 
Discovery did. And if a horse earns that 
kind of weight he should go to stud any- 
Way.

Taylor's Record 


Edward P. Taylor, who started breed- 
ing horses a decade ago, had his most 
successful year in 1956. Ten horses he 
bred have won stakes this year, putting 
Taylor in a tie with Calumet Farm as the 
leading breeder of stakes winners. 

In the last few years Taylor has develop- 
ed one of the largest breeding operations 
in North America. At his 2 farms in 
Canada he stands the stallions Chop Chop, 
Bull Page, Windfields, [luminable, *Tour- 
noi, *Menetrier, Epic. and *Castleton. 
The farm this year reported 38 foals, 8 
eut of mares which Taylor had imported 

Taylor each year sells some yearlings 
at a price-tag sale, and 5 of the 10 stakes 
winners this year were products of this 
sale. Of the 10. only Nearctic won a 
stakes in the U. S. 

Since 1946 Taylor has bred 30 stakes 
winners.

Voices for Jerkens 


last month received, 
within a few days of each other, 2 testi- 
monials in behalf of 26-year-old trainer 
Allen Jerkens, who had set a fast pace 
in New York this year. The first was 
from Larry Gottlieb, who said his piece 
on Jerkens “was a labor of love from his 
first patron.” The other was from Lou 
DeFichy, a staffer on NEwspDAy. 


As the curtain falls on another New 
York season and the statisticians sharpen 
their pencils, the records are about to 
produce a novel and most unusual twist. 
The leading trainer of the metropolitan 
season is a 26-year-old horseman, brilliant 
and taciturn Allen Jerkens, from East 
Islip. Long Island, a boy raised among 
polo ponies and hacks at his father’s riding 
academy in Heckscher State Park. far out 
on Long Island’s south shore. 

The most salient factor of this achieve- 
ment is Jerkens’ barn, which is relatively 
small and filled solely by selling platers, 
or ex-platers which took a fresh lease on 
life in their new domicile. The 2 most 
significant examples of this young train- 
er’s artistry are Admiral Vee and War 
Command, both sons of the illustrious War 
Admiral. 

War Command, claimed for $8,000, has 

not only won close to $100,000 since then. 
but was a sharp enough sprinter to finish 
second in the Paumonok and demonstrat- 
ed extraordinary versatility in winning the 
Daingerfield at 2;; miles. 
*~ Admiral Vee is even more of a testi- 
monial to his conditioner, because this colt 
had won only one cheap race in 17 starts 
at 3 when haltered at Tropical Park last 
winter. As a 4-year-old this year, he has 
won 10 races and $70,000, including the 
Nassau County Handicap at Belmont Park, 
beating Blessbull in a canter. In long 
history there have been very few which 
ever won as many races over New York 
ovals during a single season. 

A new runner invariably shows sudden 
and startling improvement in Jerkens’ 
hands. Last year he claimed a $3,500 
sprinter named Canaris, which was beaten 
soundly the day he was claimed for that 
amount. Six days later at Belmont Park 
Canaris tow-roped a field of $5,000 horses 
by 6 lengths. leading from wire to wire. 

Allen Jerkens is the son of an expatriate 
Hungarian cavalryman and a Long Island 
school teacher. He was born in April. 
1930, and migrated to the tracks at war’s 
end, a tender 15-year-old. to work as a 
groom. He bought his first horse at the 
fall sale of horses in training at Belmont 
in 1945, an unfashionably-bred 3-year-old 
colt named Crack Time, for the munificent 
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sum of $400. Crack Time had started once 
at 2, and had been on the shelf ever since. 
Allen galloped him through the Suffolk 
County snow all winter and patched him 
up at the same time. Owner and horse 
arrived at Aqueduct in the spring of 1946, 
raring to go. By season’s end, Crack Time 
had amassed $12.615 in purses. and the 
horse was lost in a $10,000 claiming essay 
after a long, hard campaign. Some time 
later Jerkens was granted a_trainer’s 
license, acquired a couple of patrons (who 
still are with him). and married his child- 
hood sweetheart. Since then it has been 
an uphill climb. 

Convinced of his young son’s ability to 
get the most out of a horse, Allen’s father 
commissioned him to buy a horse for the 
family. Allen cast about and purchased a 
4-year-old *Rhodes Scholar gelding named 
Otter Brook for $2.000. It was a most 


judicious move, because in 194) Otte 
Brook developed into the toughest sprinte, 
in the claiming ranks around New Yor 
In 15 starts he won 6. Allen ventured jy 
Florida for the first time that winter anj 
lost Otter Brook at Hialeah Park. 

The year 1951 was the youthful trainer, 
first really successful one, his small oy. 
fit winning some $70,000 in purse money, 
In 1952 he won $85,000, and in 1953, 
the age of 23. he won 41 races and $127, 
000. In 1954 he won nearly $99,000, jy 
1955 a little more than $200,000. 

A non-bettor himself, the name of 
Jerkens has become a nice symbol for the 
New York regulars. His horses shoy 
remarkable consistency, and the horsemen 
themselves constantly chide the youngster 
about using a mystic potion called “Jerkens 
Lotion.” He is one of the hardest-working 
trainers the tracks have seen, and he works 
on each horse as if it were the only one jp 
his care. 

Jerkens’ latest development is the 3

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CATALOGUING 


How Much Information? 


Thoroughbred sales catalogues, until the 
jast quarter of the 19th century, were more 
concerned with identification than with 
detailed information on individual achieve- 
ment. A 95-cross pedigree was likely to 
be followed by tail-female extension back 
to a tap-reot mare—nothing but names. 
In the early years of this century when 
breeders were concerned with the fantastic 
numerology of Bruce Lowe, there was 
emphasis on family numbers, particularly 
in some of the fancier privately publish- 
ad catalogues. This was information 
sf a sort. of course, and was in keeping 
with the times; but for determining the 
probable value of a horse it was about as 
ielpful as the size of the breeder’s hat. 

The modern sales catalogue, insofar as 
ts content is concerned, is a tradition of 
the last 70 years or thereabouts. One of 
the stronger influences on its development 
yas the late Enoch James Tranter, presi- 
fent of the Fasig-Tipton Company. Some 
{the Tranter catalogues were well nigh 
unreadable, since they accounted for sev- 
eal generations in one paragraph, leaving 
he reader a choice between a_ tedious 
jetermination of relationships and ignor- 
ig the matter altogether. The more easily 
understood catalogues now in general use 
inthe U. S. are in the format devised in 
the offices of The Blood-Horse in 1944. 

In recent years there has been a growing 
demand for more information in sales 
vatalogues. The buyers want to know all 
wrts of things: if a horse won, where? in 
what company? at what distance? in what 
time? for how much money? etce., etc. 
They want to know what happened to the 
horses that failed to win. Did they race 
atall, and if they did, how much? 


How Much Demand? 


Whether this demand is strong enough 
0 bring about any material change is 
doubtful. A few years ago a couple of 
(alifornians compiled a book full of in- 
formation missing from a sales catalogue 
and offered it at $25 a copy for the guid- 
ance of buyers, who politely declined the 
invitation to be guided. There is a residual 
repugnance to such things in connection 
with the racing and breeding of horses. 
The owner of a race horse has hopes and 
dreams; he tends to avoid crude materials, 
ach as facts and figures, which might 
sake him into an awareness of reality. 
Nevertheless, there appears to be an 
iitreasing number of owners and trainers 
vho hold the opinion that racing would be 
iss of a hazard, and would provide just 
®much pleasure. if they knew more about 
vhat they were doing—or, at least, more 
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about what they were buying. There are a 
good many breeders who feel that a little 
knowledge is a dangerous thing to their 
business, and that some of the problems 
associated with constant overproduction 
might find their solution in more adequate 
information. 

The trend toward this sort of thinking 
has proceeded far enough that. at the 
annual meeting of the American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association at Saratoga in 
August, a director of a sales company 
asked the president of the association, 
himself a director of a sales company, 
to appoint a committee to make recom- 
mendations on the content of catalogues. 
The president hesitated to present the 
motion, unsure as to whether the sales 
companies would welcome counsel on the 
subject. This doubt was resolved by assur- 
ance from several representatives of the 
companies that the interest of the ATBA 
would be appreciated. The committee was 
appointed: Leslie Combs II. of the Breed- 
ers’ Sales Company; L. P. Doherty. of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company: and J. A. Estes, 
of The Blood-Horse. 


The Skipper-Over 


At the yearling sales at Keeneland in 
October a trainer addressed one of the 
members of the committee. “I thought you 
were going to put more information in the 
catalogue.” he said. “I don’t see anything 
new here.” 

The explanation was given him in 
abecedarian fashion: (a) The committee 
had not met; (b) there was no presump- 
tion that, even if recommendations were 
made after necessarily slow processes, they 
would be received with favor; (c) if an 
acceptable design was submitted and ap- 
proved, its first usage would be on a 
when-and-if basis; (d) the whens and ifs 
would provoke new problems of time, 
money, and labor. 

“Well.” the trainer said, “the way you 
have it now, I come to one of these year- 
lings whose dam is so many years old, and 
it says here, ‘Dam of—’, and that’s all I 


know about what she’s had, except this 
list of winners—when I come to one like 
that I just move on to the next page.” 

The man was detained long enough to 
be asked his opinion of a “shorthand” 
summary of the records of all the living 
foals of the dam, in the fashion of the 
samples given on page 0000. 

“That's all I need.” he said, and went 
back: to looking for yearlings—still skip- 
ping over the ones where the catalogue 
told him less than he wanted to know. 

The samples of a possible new format 
for sales catalogues are intended mainly as 
a point of departure for further discussion 
of the matter, in case there is any consider- 
able urge to discuss it. If buyers and 
breeders want catalogues of this sort, or 
if they don’t, they can let the committee 
members know, with emphasis depending 
upon their degree of approval or dis- 
approval. Suggestions for deletion or 
addition of information probably will be 
made, along with yes or no votes on the 
format in general. 


Ignorance Makes a Bargain 


The shorthand presentation of racing 
records gives 5 figures in succession, but 
it is no strain on the memory to recall 
what they mean. They report (1) number 
of years raced, (2) starts, (3) wins, (4) 
earnings, (5) earnings index. The index, 
of course, is calculated as of the end of the 
previous year. It is expendable if sellers 
and buyers consider it as an abstraction 
not likely to be understood. (Actually it 
is the most revealing figure of all, since 
it summarizes the rate of earning capa- 
city per year and allows direct comparison 
with other horses. ) 

The first example given is for Blue Path, 
a young broodmare sold for $3,700 at 
Keeneland October 29. Her racing and 
breeding records, instead of being given 
separately in 7 lines as in the actual 
catalogue, are reduced to 4 lines and in- 
cluded in the chronological listing of the 
produce of her dam. 


Dense Path, the dam, raced 5 years, 
started 62 times, won 15 races, earned $24.- 
590. The 2.71 index shows that she earn- 
ed 2.71 times as much as the average 
North American runner in the years she 
raced; this places her in the top 4 or 5 
per cent of race mares. Her progeny, 
through 1955, had earned a total of $122,- 
505, for a high group index of 2.30. Her 
first foal, born in 1946, was a Valdina 
Alpha filly which raced 2 seasons, started 
14 times, won 2 races, earned $4,085, and 
by 1956 had 3 foals of racing age. 

Third of Dense Path’s foals was Blue 
Path, the mare sold for $3,700. She was 
obviously a sturdy sort, with 75 races in 
5 seasons, and the 1.79 index puts her in 
the top 10 per cent of female runners. 
Her half-brother by Count Fleet and half- 
sister by *Royal Gem II had such indexes 
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all adds up...

A bidder with information of this sort 
probably would have concluded that Blue 
Path. in foal to Challedon, was worth 
more than $3.700. 


The Other Examples 


The second example shows the progeny 
of Perfect Light, a mare whose yearling 
by Bull Run was sold at Keeneland Octo- 
ber 23 for $2.600. It has 15 lines, as 
against 13 in the catalogue. The 2 extra 
lines are for the non-winning first foal 
and the 1953 foal, which won for the first 
time after the catalogue went to press. 
The record is not so impressive as to 
suggest that more information would have 
increased the price. On the other hand, 
it may be noted that 8 of the 11 previous 
foals were fillies, and that one of these, 
Militant Lady, had an earnings rate high- 
er than that of many stakes winners. 

Example No. 3 gives the production 
record of Okla, dam of a yearling colt 
by Pictor sold for $700 at the Maryland 
fall sales November 5. The catalogue 
mentioned only the 3 winners from the 
mare. The number of wins at 2 is indicated 
by a superior figure—a refinement not 
included in the other records given here. 
Data of this sort would be considered 
important by many sellers and buyers. 

The last example, giving the progeny 
record of Impulsive. was appropriated 
from the 1955 summer sales at Keeneland, 
where the yearling now known as Clem 
was sold for $8.500. The record has been 
brought up to date, but a casual inspec- 
tion will suggest that Clem. on the basis 
of the information available in 1955, was 
worth more than the $8.500 he brought. 
The first 2 foals already had high earn- 
ings indexes, the third was a good winner. 
the fourth was a Canadian Oaks winner 
(at Polo Park). and the fifth was in the 
process of making a very good record. 

In some cases details of this sort would 
work to the disadvantage of the vendor, 
but not to the disadvantage of the market 
as a whole. The Federal laws requiring 
honest labels on food and drug products 
may have discouraged a few fakers. but 
they have not discouraged the traffic in 
food and drugs. 

Actually there is little more information 
in the examples given here than in the 
catalogues now published. and in places 
there is less. The principal difference 
would be that the record would include 
each registered foal of the first dam of the 
horse presented for sale; or possibly of the 
second dam, in the case of a yearling out 
of a young mare. 


The Problem Is Not Simple

However, maybe Taulbot just ain’t him- 
self lately. It is curious to note that at 
the same time American Turf ran such 
foolishness, the Racing Star had an equal 
bit of worthlessness by “Commando.” 
Here the poor horseplayer couldn’t lose 
—or win, either. You were to make a 
play only when you found a race wherein 
a horse actually made a stretch gain in a 
race where the leaders were themselves 
increasing their rate of speed from :2675 
for the third quarter to :25 in the fourth 
quarter! Now a 25-second fourth quarter 
is not impossible—but not following a 
:2625 third quarter. To sell the public 
such figures is as obviously fraud of some 
kind. though maybe in slightly lesser 
degree. as Taulbot’s :26 third quarter, 
followed by a :2445 fourth quarter. 

I happen to be merely studiously inter- 
ested in the running of Thoroughbred 
races, and from Hugh Matheson (and 
Taulbot’s book) I have tried to learn some- 
thing about pace. because they and others 
say it is so important. By tabulating for 
over a year, day by day, the quarter and 
fractional times of actual races, I may or 
may not have learned much about select- 
ing a winner, but at least such efforts 
show me how actual horses run actual 
races, as far as pace is concerned. 


Finally, to a student, what books, maga- 
zines (your own I have). or private studies 
would you suggest as a help to under- 
standing beforehand why one horse may 
get from here to there ahead of the 
others ? 

You say. “At this point . . . nose is 
ahead of the :5925.” The nose would 
still be approaching in time . . . not yet 
arrived at the point of the tick of time 
registering :5925. Meanwhile, the horse 
may truly have traveled several feet—7 or 
8. To be ahead of :5924 he must have 
passed it, it seems to me. Or maybe you 
meant to use :59145 again. 

Your next-to-last line should read 110 
inches, I believe, not 100 inches.

The Grayson Foundation, since its 
organization in 1940, has been the most 
effective sponsor of research in equine 
diseases. In 16 years it has allocated 
nearly a million dollars for study of some 
of the toughest and most important prob- 
lems faced by horsemen and veterinarians, 
including periodic ophthalmia. infectious 
anemia (swamp fever). jaundiced foals, 
reproductive difficulties. virus influenza. 
and virus abortion. 

This month, facing a financial problem, 
and with its biggest research problem, 
influenza and abortion, still unconquered. 
the Foundation was beginning a campaign 
to raise its membership total to a much 
higher figure than it had ever reached 
in the past. In the meantime it was 
retrenching. All its assets were being 
devoted, “temporarily, at least,” to support 
of virus abortion research at the University 
of Kentucky. 

At its annual meeting at Saratoga in 
August the Foundation elected new 
officers: Clarkson Beard. president; Dr. 
Richard E. Shope, Dr. A. L. Brueckner. 
and Dr. William A. Hagan, vice presidents; 
L. P. Doherty, secretary and treasurer. 
The organization had had 3 previous presi- 


dents, John Hay Whitney, Walter M.

Jeffords, and William du Pont Jr., and 2 
previous secretary-treasurers, the late 
Major Louie A. Beard and Edward L. 


Kilroe. 


The program of the December 8 meeting 
of the Thoroughbred Club of America at 
the Lafayette Hotel in Lexington will be 
a discussion of the Grayson Foundation 
and the current research on virus abortion 
and influenza. Clarkson Beard. president 
of the Grayson Foundation, and L. P. 
Doherty. secretary-treasurer, will speak 
briefly. and most of the time will be given 
over to Dr. E. R. Doll, of the Department 
of Animal Pathology at the University of 
Kentucky. who will report on virus abor- 
tion and the related problem of influenza. 
The speakers will reserve time to answer 
questions from the floor.

Biggest puzzle handed over to the new 
officers was that of devising ways and 
means of subsidizing extensive research 
without benefit of the substantial dona- 
tions which had been received from New 
York race tracks prior to the organization 
of the Greater New York Association and 
from Hialeah Park prior to its sale last 
winter. In preparation for an attack on 


this problem Lou Doherty settled down y 
study the sources of Grayson’s income. 


The organization had been founded with 
the idea of creating an endowment funj 
of such magnitude that the income froy 
it would be sufficient to finance researc) 
projects at various institutions. This play 
was abandoned in 1946, when specifie 
annual commitments from organization; 
and individuals were sought.  Belmom 
Park, Aqueduct, and Jamaica each pai 
in $10,000 a year, Hialeah Park $5,000 
and there were lesser contributions from 
Saratoga and from trotting tracks. The 
Foundation budgeted most of its income 
from yearly dues to research, making allo. 
ments in accordance with advice from jt 
scientific advisory committee. (The old 
name was retained, though there was no 
“foundation.” ) 

Withdrawal of the support of race tracks 
left the Grayson Foundation with less than 
half the annual revenue it once had collect. 
ed. Delaware Park was the only track 
which remained a member and a major 
supporter. When Doherty examined the 
sources of the $985.593 which had been 
contributed to the Foundation through the 
first half of 1956 he learned that $418,000, 
or 42.4 per cent. had come from tracks: 
tracks; $339,221, or 34.4 per cent, from }3 
donors of large sums; and $228,372, o 
23.2 per cent, from other persons.
